AT FIRST DENIED

He Sought Shelter in Police 
Station at Eldorado, Kan., 
Gave Right Name and 
Was Arrested. 


Detective Lieutenant George 


Byrnes, in charge of the East St. 


Louis detective bureau, announced 
this afternoon that Elbert C. Lamb, 
16 years old, had admitted the mur- 
der of Mrs..Mary Flannery, 82 
year-old widow who was beaten to 
death Wednesday in her East St. 
Louis home. 

Lamb, arrested last night at El- 
dorado, Kan., is being returned to 
East St. Louis in an automobile 
with three East St. Louis detec- 
tives. From Ottawa, Kan., the de- 
tectives sent a telegram to Lieut. 
Byrnes which read: “Have Lamb’s 
oral confession of his guilt.” 

The boy, who had been employed 
Tuesday for house and yard work 
at the Flannery home, 2318 State 
street, was the last person known 
to have been with Mrs. Flannery 
before she was murdered, and was 
missing after her body was found. 

Sought Shelter at Station. 


His arrest resulted when he 
sought shelter last night in the po- 
lice station at Eldorado, Kan.,. 30 
miles east of Wichita, where, with- 
out hesitation, he gave his right 
name. .A police sergeant told him 
then he was wanted.for question- 
~ 

was | : 
Sergeant Sweeney and two 
other East St. Louis detectives who 
had gone to Wichita on the theory 
that Lamb might go there to visit 
his mother. Before the return trip 
started, he steadfastly denied 
knowledge of the murder. 

Ottawa, where the detectives dis- 
patched their telegram announcing 
Lamb’s confession, is 130 miles 
northeast of Wichita. 

His Earlier Story. 

At Wichita Lamb had told police 
he left the Flannery home at 11:30 
o’clock Wednesday morning, the 
day after he had been hired for 
work there. He left without no- 
tice, and without asking for wages, 
he said, and started for Wichita to 
visit his mother. 

This statement of the time of his 
departure was contradicted by Mrs. 
Flannery’s daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Jerome Fiannery, who told police 
Lamb was in the house at 1 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon when she left 
the house to go shopping. ‘Two and 
a half hours later Mrs. Mary Flan- 
nery was found dead, her skull bat- 
tered with an iron skillet, 

Before he left the Flannery home, 
Lamb said, he observed a Negro 
arguing with Mrs. Flannery, and 
overheard her tell the Negro to re- 
turn later. 

To Compare Fingerprints. 

Fingerprints were obtained from 
the skillet and from a faucet in 
the kitchen of the Flannery home 
where the murderer washed his 
hands. When Lamb returns to Hast 
St. Louis his fingerprints will be 
compared with these. 

When he reached Eldorado he 
was riding with Robert L. Lear, 
manager of a telegraph office at 
Eldorado, who suggested that the 
police station would be a good place 
for him to spend the night. Lamb 
accepted the suggestion, and Lear 
drove him to the station.. 

After his arrest he was turned 
over to Detective Sergt. Robert 
Sweeney of Last St. Louis, who had 
gone to Wichita on the theory that 
Lamb might go there to visit his 
mother. Lamb waived extradition 
and started back to East St. Louis 
with Sweéney by automobile.

STOCKTON, Cal., April 23.—Shot- 
guns and tear gas guns were fired 
into a shouting crowd of pickets 
today at the reopening of a can- 
nery closed by a strike and about 
50 persons, including several wom- 
en, were wounded. Three persons 
were injured seriously. 

The fighting, on Waterloo road, 
in front of the Stockton Food Prod- 
ucts Co. plant, started when a 
truckload of spinach, convoyed by 
State highway patrolmen, was 
brought to the plant. Pickets tried 
to overturn the truck. Officers 
aboard the truck and special depu- 
ties on the roof of a nearby ware- 
house opened fire with gas shells, 
as the pickets threw stones, a 

Then about 75 deputies, stationed 
behind a strong wire fence around 
the cannery entrance, fired directly 
into the crowd across the road. 

Governor Asked to Send Troops. 

The injured were carried to emer- 
gency hospitals and labor leaders 
called off the pickets in attempts 
to arrange a hurried meeting at 


Gov. Frank F. Merriam’s office in 


Secramento. Gov. Merriam has 
been asked to send troops to the 


crowd and said no further efforts 
to bring spinach. into the plant 
would be made today. - . 

The three seriously wounded. in 
the fighting are Benjamin Lopez, 
28 years old, struck in the face by 
buckshot; T. C. Lauritzen; 55, of 
Manteca, lost left eye from btick- 
shot, and Henry Monroe, shot in 
the legs. 

During the outbreak five loads of 
workers, who volunteered to return 
to their jobs, got into the plant. 
Rocks were thrown at the machines 
and the driver of one was struck 
on the head. Several other automo- 
bile loads of workers dashed down 
Waterloo road, but did not enter 
the cannery. 

The fight halted momentarily 
when a school bus loaded with chil- 
dren passed by. Many gas shells 
were fired and some of the pickets 
grabbed the missiles and threw 
them back at the highway patrol- 
men. 

Windows in the warehouse were 
smashed by rocks, but about 150 
more workers succeeded in enter- 
ing the cannery. | 

Pickets Called Off. 

At 9:42 a. m. the pickets were 
called off by J. C. Fitzgerald of 
the Labor Council, who told them 
over a loudspeaker to return to 
their headquarters. 

The routed pickets refornted their 
lines when the gas blew away and 
marched along Waterloo road.

The five yet 
to commit themeslves are Senators 
McCarran (Dem.), Nevada; McGill 
(Dem.), Kansas; Hatch (Dem.), 
New Mexico; O'Mahoney (Dem.). 
Wyoming, and Hughes (Dem.), Del- 
aware. 

Several of the latter may state 
their positions before the commit- 
tee begins consideration of the bill 
in a closed session Tuesday. 

Thinks 6 Judges Are Beaten. 

Speaking of the results of testi- 
mony by more than 80 witnesses, 
Senator Van Nuys (Dem.), Indiana, 
an opponent, said: 

“It has been very educational for 
the general public but hasn't 
changed a Senator’s vote. I think 
we have addition of six Judges lick- 
ed, but I am not so sure about two. 
A lot of Senators who won't vote | 
for six will vote for two.” . 

Van Nuys plans an attempt to 
separate the Supreme Court section 
of the bill from the one increasing 
the number of District and Circuit 
Court Judges. He said he believed 
the committee would vote unani- 
ously for the latter, if the Justice 
Department showed the need.

Other Senators, however, express- 
ed the opinion the committee con- 
sideration would last two weeks or 
more and the Senate debate about 
two months. 

“We might have to be here all 
summer and inte the fall,” said 
Hatch. 

J. G. Schurman Witness. 

The opposition presented today 
—as the closing witnesses—Jacob

Trial of Alderman Harry I.

Willis M’Donald Surrenders After 
Firing Four Shots at Columbus, 
Ga., Sought Since August. 
By the Associated Press, 
COLUMBUS, da., April 23.— A 
man identified by Federal agents 
as Willis MeDonald, 22 years old, 
wanted for kidnaping at Kennett, 
Mo., was arrested by Columbus po- 
lice today after a fight. 
Patrolmen E. E. Satterfield and 
Jacob Land, who arrested McDon- 
ald, said he opened fire on them 
when they went to arrest him after 
receiving information he was in 
town. After firing four shots, the 
man surrendered. 

Federal agents said a warrant 
was issued for McDonald at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., Aug. 28, 1936, charg- 
ing him with kidnaping Rudolph 
Robinson, a traveling salesman, 
three days earlier and transporting 
him to Little Rock, Ark. 

The agents said McDonald, pa- 
roled from the Missouri State pris- 
on in 1935, after serving three years 
of a six-year automobile theft sen-

A majority of the 425 production 
employes of the Curtis Manufac- 
turing Co., 1905 Kienlen avenue, 
Weliston, voted on Wednesday. for 
CIO representation, it was an- 
nounced today by George B. Lo- 
gan, company attorney. Logan con- 
ferred today with John Doherty, 
organizer for the CIO Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee, which 
has filed charges of discrimination 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board. A hearing on a complaint 
issued by the board is scheduled for 
next Thursday. 

The ballot was supervised by a 
distinterested “election board“ com- 
posed of a St. Louis County Cir- 
cuit Judge, a minister, school su- 
perintendent and a banker. The 
majority in favor of CIO repre- 
sentation was 48 votes, it -was 
stated. 

Attorney Logan, who also repre- 
sents the Wagner Electric Corpo- 
ration, and C I O Organizer Wil- 
liam Sentner were unable yester- 
day to arrive at a means for de- 
termining majority employe repre- 
sentation in the Wagner plant, 
where the United Electrical & Ra- 
dio Workers’ Union is pushing un- 
fon organization. Sentner con- 
ferred with Logan at the latter's 
office. 

The union, which has filed 
charges of unfair labor practices 
against the company with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, is un- 
willing to hold an election pending 
a determination of the charges. The 
company contends that a majority 
of the 3600 production employes 
indicated through signed petitions 
that they do not want CI O repre- 
sentation. The union charges that 
company influence was exerted in 
obtaining signature to the  peti- 
tions.

WOMAN COMES BACK 
BROKE. STOLE $55,000 


Held for Embezzlement in New 
York—First Theft Easy“ 
So She Kept On. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 23.—Without 


a dollar left from the $55,000 she 
embezzled, Mrs. Helen K. Harper, 
former bookkeeper and assistant 
treasurer of a lumber company, re- 
turned yesterday from a four-month 
tour of American cities and gave 
herself up to police. 

Mrs. Harper, 33 years old, who 
had been the object of a nation- 
wide search since her disappear- 
ance last Christmas eve, admitted, 
according ‘to Detective’ Archie 
Woods, that she took the money 
in small amounts over a period of 
six years and used it in living be- 
yond her means. 

“I’m glad it’s over and I’m ready 
to take my medicine,” Woods 
quoted her as saying. | 

She gave herself up after tele- 
phoning Lucian A. Hold, president 
of the Hold, Meredith Lumber Co., 
for which she had worked from 1930 
until the end of 1936. Hold immedi- 
ately informed police and her arrest 
at the Commodore Hotel followed in 
a few minutes. 

Police said she started with the 
theft of $400, according to her story, 
and found it “so easy to get away 
with” that she continued taking 
sums from time to time. The final 
amount she took, police said, was 
$1500 just before she disappeared. 
Her salary was $50 a week. Audi- 
tors who checked her accounts said 
they were $55,000 short. 

She was indicted in January on 
charges of first and second degree 
forgery. 

Mrs. Harper, wife of James H. 
Harper, independent motion pic- 
ture producer, told police that, after 
leaving New York, she went to Los 
Angeles, Denver, New Orleans, Chi- 
cago, Boston, Phoenix, Ariz., and 
Palm Springs, Cal. She said she 
lived at expensive hotels while on 
her trip and returned to New York 
out of funds.

old, testified Denhardt had been a 
frequent visitor at the Taylor home 
after last May, making as many as 
“three or four visits a week.” Her 
mother, she testified, was to have 
chaperoned a dance the night she 
was found dead. She said Mrs. 
Taylor left home tha. day with 
Denhardt “in fine spirits and as 
happy as I have ever seen her.” 

By Mrs. Brown's testimony the 
prosecution sought to combat the 
expected defense contention that 
Mrs. Taylor shot herself. Mrs. 
Brown said as far as she knew her 
mother had never made any suicide 
threats. 

Tells of Quarreling. — 
‘Commonwealth's Attorney H. B. 
Kinsolving asked whether there had 
been any disagreements between 
Denhardt and Mrs. Taylor. The 
witness replied there had. 

J was in the next room several 
Sunday nights before her death, 
and I could tell from their voices 
they were quarreling. I heard my 
mother say, ‘You can leave.“ 

She said, however, that Denhardt 
came back several times the fellow- 
ing week. Mrs. Brown also said 
that she knew her mother was 
wearing a ring Denhardt had given 
her but did not know they were 
engaged, 

Under cross-examination by W. 
Clarke Ott, Mrs. Brown denied her 
mother had been depressed or mel- 
ancholy or that she had ever said 
her mother was “quite nervous.” 

Miss Frances Taylor, 17, gave tes- 
timony simila rto her sister’s, but 
added that her mother had fre- 
quently suffered from headaches. 

Prosecutor Outlines Case. 

In outlining the prosecution's 
case, Kinsolving told the jury that 
tests made after the death of Mrs. 
Taylor showed Denhardt had fired 
a pistol and that there were blood 
spo'ts on his- coat. Similar tests 
made on the hands of the 40-year- 
old widow, he said, showed nega- 
tive results. He said tests showed 
“20 to 30” blood spots on Den- 
hardt’s coat and that witnesses 
would prove Denhardt did not go 
near the body after it was found 
in a roadside ditch near here the 
night of Nov. 6. 

Kinsolving said Police Sergt. John 
Messmer of Louisville made the 
paraffine tests and reported they 
showed powder spots on Denhardt’s 
hands but none on those of the 
dead woman. Kinsolving said Den- 
hardt told Messmer, “I haven't fired 
a gun in six months,” and that four 
witnesses heard Denhardt tell Cor- 
oner D. L. Ricketts “there is no 
blood on that coat (Denhardt’s) 
and see that nune is put there.” 

Kinsolving said he would present 
proof that the blood found on Den- 
hardt’s coat corresponded to that 
on Mrs. Taylor’s clothing and that 
no powder burns were “ound around 
Mrs. Taylor’s wound but were 
found on her clothing. 

Kinsolving had previously said he 
could prove Mrs. Tailor was not 
melancholy and in a mood for sui- 
cide. He said Denhardt had told 
the men who found the body that 
he feared she had killed herself 
and that he had previously taken 
his pistol away from her,

ago and that her husband left her 
a laundry business and “two young 
daughters” to rear.

Myers, in Lewiston seeking a 
peaceful settlement of the issue, an- 
nounced after a conference with un- 
ion leaders yesterday that he 
thought they had grounds justify- 
ing the issuance of a labor board 
complaint and a formal hearing.

In reply to a question, he said, 
“I would not advise the strikers to 
return to work until they had a 
definite understanding of the basis 
on which negotiations would pro- 
ceed.” 

Today he indicated that if a con- 
ference were not agreed on soon he 
would proceed with issuance of a 
complaint and a formal hearing. 
Strike leaders have complained fac- 
tery owners refused to bargain, in 
violation of the Wagner labor law.

‘AT CROSS PURPOSES’

unworkable stage,” J. Ray Cable, 
associate professor of finance and 
banking at Washington University, 
declared in a paper today at a 
meeting of the Economics and Po- 
litical Science Section of the Mis- 
souri Academy of Science, now in 
session at the university. 

The third annual meeting of the 
academy, with sectional sessions in 
19 study groups, opened yester- 
day and will continue throgh to- 


morrow.

Corporation, the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, the United 
States Treasury and the Federal 
Reserve are all working at cross 
purposes, each unable to visualize 
more than a part of the country’s 
financial problem,” said Prof. Ca- 
ble; “If, instead of setting up mul- 
titudes of credit agencies and ex- 
pensive, but untested, administra- 
tive machinery, attention had been 
directed to strengthening the Fed- 
eral Reserve System and divorcing 
it from political influence there 
might have emerged a policy work- 
ing powerfully in the direction of 
economic solvency. As things 
stand, it requires childlike faith to 
be an optimist.” * 
Roosevelt's Treasury Policy. 

‘From the first, the speaker de- 
clared, it was apparent that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt did not intend that 
the Federal Reserve System play a 
major role in economic and finan- 
cial recovery, but planned for it to 
be integrated with other agencies 
and made subordinate to Treasury 
policy. 

“Above all,” he said, “it was to

tion to the soundness of assets. Con- 
sidered realistically, the prospects 
for an independent and vigorous 
Federal Reserve policy are not 
bright. 

“For good or ill, the system has 
now become a mere cog in the ad- 
ministration scheme for social and 
economic control. Just now it is 
difficult to see any way to turn 
back, but that is one of the penal- 
ties of excessive experimentation 
in a complex society. But one may 
still regret that we have not seen 
fit to allow at last one major fi- 
nancial instrumentality to devote 
itself independently and exclusive- 
ly to the problem of credit integ- 
rity. The whole truth of the mat- 
ter is that the American banking 
system, if it can be dignified by 
the term system, has reached an 
all but unworkable stage.” 


“Hot Money”—Other Subjects.

Dr. W. M. Stanley Tells of Research 
on Disease-Bearing Protein. 

Studies on the isolation of a dis- 
ease-carrying protein, which, chem- 
ists have concluded, is a link be- 
tween living and non-living organ- 
isms and a potential aid in research 
work on virus diseases, were de- 
scribed by Dr. W. M. Stanley of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, at a joint meeting of the 
Missouri Academy of Science and 
the Academy of Science-of St. Louis 
last night at St. Louis University 
Law School, 3642 Lindell boule- 
vard. 

The protein, whick Dr. Stanley 
described as “a giant molecule in 
the borderline between living and 
non-living matter,” was extracted 
from the tobacco mosaic virus, a 
well-known plant disease. It was 
discussed in detail by Dr. Stanley 
at a meeting of che 23 
Phytopathological Society, iat- 
ed with the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, at 
Washington University in Decem- 
ber, - 1935. 

“Invisible But Living.” 

“All workers in the virus field 
regard viruses as invisible but living 
entities,” said Dr. Stanley. “There 
has been considerable confusion, 
however, as to the nature of viruses, 
and it was to clear up this con- 
fusion that the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute undertook the study of the to- 
bacco mosaic virus, which was se- 
lected because of its high infectiv- 
ity and ite availability. 

We were able to isolate a crys- 
talline protein three times as large 
as any protein that had been known

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The political spoils system in gov- 
ernment has blocked the création 
in Missouri of a commission to 
make an éxhaustivé survey of the 
State government and recommend 
to the next Legislature a compre 
hensive plan for consolidation of 
the numerous over-lapping depart- 
ments through which material 
economiés could be effected and 
conduct of the State’s business put 
on an éfficiency basis. 

Senator McReynolds’ survey com- 
mission bill, introduced at the 
instance of thé League of Women 
Voters, is dying 4 quiet death in 
the Senate Committee on Retrench- 
ment and Reform and Consolida- 


tion of Departments. 

Senator Paul C. Jones of Ken- 
nett, chairman of the committee, 
who favors the bill, said today he 
was certain it would not receive a 
favorable report, and probably 
would not be acted upon at all. 
Efforts to bring the bill up for 
committee éonsidération a ve 
failed repeatedly, the mere suggés- 
tion in the committee having 
„proved an unfailing signal for a 
motion for adjournment,” as one 
member described the situation: 


Preparation of Bill. 

Following 4 recommendation by 
Gov. Stark in his indugural mes- 
sage that a careful study be made 
of duplication and lack of c- 
ordination of State governmental 
functions and that useless boards 
and commissions be abolished in 
the interest of éCofidmy and ef- 
ficiency, the League of Women 
Voters prepared a bill. The League 
has been making à study of thé 
subject for several years. and its 
bill Was the result of the study. 

It provided tor a commission of 
seven, to be appointed by thé Gov- 
ernof, two Of thé seven to de mem- 
bers dt thé on, sag he It pro- 
posed broad powers of investigation 
for 4 survey of thé entite govern- 
mental structure, including every 
department, bureau,  ééminiission 
and institution. 

Backed by thé Governor's recém- 
mendati6n, the League had high 
hopes of bringing about an in- 
telligént reorganizätion of State 
affairs, but all the women have 
obtained Has been an opportunity 
to watch an erhibition of thé 
workings of practical politics. 

Politely Not Interested. 

The Governor's aétivity proved

COLUMBUS, Kan., April 2. — 
First-degree murder warrants were 
issued today for arrest of 11 men 
in connection with the death yes- 
terday at Joplin of Lavoice Miller, 
one of nine persons shot at Galena, 
April 11, in a clash between rival 
miners’ unions.

Defendants are Ed Berry, Don

Group of Inmates of Dixon (IIL) 
State Hospital Beat Five Wom- 
en Employes April 15. 

DIXON, IIL, April 23.—Dr. War- 
ren G. Murray, managing officer 
of the Dixon State Hospital, re- 
vealed today that tear gas was em- 
ployed on April 15 to quell an up- 
rising of women inmates who beat 
five women employes with heavy 
pieces of wood. Three of the in- 
jured attendants were confined to 
a hospital for several days. The 
other two were only slightly in- 
jured. 

Anna Mae Frazier, 18-year-old 
Chicago Negro, classed as a de- 
fective delinquent, was charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon 
and held in the Lee County jail 
for a hearing tomorrow before 
Justice Grover W. Gehant. The 
eight other Negro inmates who 
participated in the uprising were 
disciplined by deprivation of enter- 
tainment privileges. 

The fighting, which Dr. Murray 
said lasted about an hour, started 
when the group protested against 
transfer of the Frazier girl to an- 
other resident cottage. They seized 
boards and sticks and attacked the 
attendants escorting the girl to her 
new quarters. 

The nine then barricaded them- 
selves in a dormitory corridor until 
a tear gas gun was fired to force 
them out.

Long 
years ago at M. I. T. we learned 
the answer to that one—a foot- 
pound is a unit of energy equal 
to the effort required to raise one 
pound one foot. 

And what has that to do with 
race horses? 

Well, there you have us, except 
that a horse-power is the energy 
required to lift 33,000 pounds one 
foot in one minute, or 550 foot- 
pounds a second.

Under the April 10, 1935, contract, 
Braddock agreed to fight “his first 
boxing contest” after winning the 
heavyweight title for the Garden 
and “not to engage in any boxing 
contest other than four-round exhi- 
bition bouts without the written 
consent of the Garden,” before de-

Hills estate near Dartmouth, Mass., 
and that her mistress said: 

“Well, if-anything happens to Mr. 
Green, I can’t take anything more 
from this house than you can, 
Gerda. I have signed away all my 
rights. I can take only my personal 
belongings.” 

Col. Green’s widow signed a pre- 
nuptial agreement by which she 
waived her dower rights in return 
for a settlement of $18,000 a year. 
She insists this is invalid because 
Col. Green lived in Texas, where 
such agreements are not binding. 
Five states are trying to estab- 
lish the legal residence of Green so 
one of them could levy a tax on the 
fortune. 

Mrs. Berglund, now of Stockholm, 
Sweden, said she entered the em- 
ploy of the Greens Jan. 17, 1918, and 
remained until Jan. 29, 1930.

was “being tampered with.” He 
said he had complained to the Post- 
office Department without “getting 
Holt, a frequent éritic of adminis- 
tration policies, said he had com- 
plained to the department ‘today for 
the third time. He said the tam- 
pering in each instance had fol- 
lowed one of his attacks on the ad- 
ministration. 

“Has it come to the point where 
a United States Senator’s mail is 
not free from official censorship 
because he disagrees with some of 
the administration’s policies?” 
asked. 

Holtyread to newspaper men two 
letters he said he had received from 
constituents in West Virginia, in 
support of his charge that his mail 
had been opened. One letter, which 
he said came to him dated April 22, 
from “a reputable attofney” in 
Moundsville, W. Va., said: “The con- 
dition in which your mail is received

GARDENING COURSE 
IN’ PUBLIC BLU SCHOOLS 


That at Education Board 
‘Greenhouse Said to Be 
Only One in Country. 


A comparatively new vocational 
course in the public schools, de- 
signed to produce trained practical 
landscape gardeners, is in opera- 
tion at the Board of Education 


greenhouse and nursery, Field ave- 
nue and Blow street. Headquar- 
ters of the class was moved there 
last month from Hadley Vocational 
School to combine the work in the 
field and at the desk. 

No other school in the country 
offers such a course, says, Assistant 
Superintendent of Instruction F. J. 
Jeffrey and William W. Ohlweiler, 
the teacher in charge. 

Known as the class in horticul- 
ture, this activity continues as a 
part of Hadley School, but utilizes 
fully as a laboratory the board's 
facilities for growing flowers, shrubs 
and trees. The greenhouse and 
nursery are conducted primarily to 
supply the needs of the public 
school grounds. 

Two portable school buildings 
furnish the classrooms, while the 
boys spend half their time with the 
regular gardening laborers. They 
follow through the course of a giv- 
en set of flowers from the seeding 
to full growth; they help make hot- 
beds, then tend the growing plants; 
they transplant and fertilize, pot 
and prune. 

It is emphasized, however, that 
they do not supplant the regular 
labor forces, but gerve only as ap- 
prentices, working along with the 
men, under Ohlweiler’s supervision. 

The 12 boys now in the class are 
learning to draft and understand 
planting plans, and occasionally get 
opportunities to use these at pri- 
vate homes, although the class 
avoids competition with commer- 
cial gardeners. A patch of bent 
grass lawn, worth $1.25 a square 
yard, is one of their pets on the 
grounds. 

The course is extended now to 
three-yéar length, open to boys who 
have finished the first year of high 
school, and leading to a standard 
vocational dip 
commodations for 30 students and 
those in charge are anxious to fill

Onlweſier, a graduate of Connecti- 


cut State College and holder of a 
master’s degree from Washington 
University, directs thé classroom 
instruction, too, dividing it equally 
between subjects of technical na- 
ture, including botany, and such 
general ‘topics as English, eco- 
nomics, industrial history and ap- 
plied science. Horticultural les- 
sons include general work, vegeta- 
ble gardening, plant pests and 
spraying, fruit growi and plant 
breeding, soils and fertilizers, forest- 
ry and special gardening. 

The course is completing its sec- 
ond year but has had three grad- 
uatés, who started with extra high 
school training. One of these is 
employed by the school board 
gre se now. Several other 
boys have obtained gardening jobs 
without finishing — the course.

A. H. Kent, assistant general 
chunsel of the department, tinpha- 
sized, however, that thé Tréagiiry 
had not seen fit to object to the 
bill's rates to which representa- 
tives of the railroads and their em- 
ployes have agreed.

Inquiry Disclosed Incomplete Organization 
for Use of Lifeboats and Laxness of 
Board of Trade Inspection.

(Twenty-five years ago April 14, 
1912, the Titanic, on its maiden voy- 
age, struck an iceberg in the North 
Atlantic and sank in two hours and 
40 minutes, only 711 out of the 2201 
people on board being saved.) 

The Titanic disaster, with its loss 
of 1490 lives, was the greatest sea 
catastrophe ever known, though the 
sinking of the Lusitania, when. 1198 
lives were lost, roused greater feel- 
ing on account of the circumstances 
which brought it about. The first 
shock of the news stunned the 
world. ‘The estimates of the loss 
of life varied from hour to hour, 


but were always so large that the 
mind refused to accept them. Hap-

though their baselessness had long 
been clear to all who studied the 
evidence. But, these apart, the na- 
tional conviction was right. There 
had been blunders,’ and the official 
inquiry a few weeks later revealed 
them. 


Rereading Lord Mersey's report 
these many years later one is struck 
by the tense, steely edge of some of 
his comments, judicially and impar- 
tially phrased though they are.

It 
was a powerful caustic wash. The 
International Convention on Safety 
at Sea, which met the next year, 
was one of the fruits produced by 
an orchard that had been cleared 
of a plague of woolly aphis. 


Causes of Disaster. 


The Titanic disaster was due to 
three main causes—the course the 
ship was following and her speed, 
incomplete organization for the use 
of the boats, and the failure of 
the Board of Trade to keep pace 
with advances in ship building. Of 
these the third was the one on 
which blame was laid. 

Many people nowadays say that 
the Titanic was trying to beat the 
record. She was not. Her designed 
speed was 22 knots, as against the 
25 knots of the Mauretania and the 
Lusitania. She had no chance of 
beating the record, but she had not 
reduced speed after ice warnings 
had been received (there is evidence 
that some of the later warnings 
never did come to the notice of the 
captain or the navigator), and she 
was following “the invariable prac- 
tice” with regard to her course. 

Lord. Mersey said tersely: “The 
event proved the practice to be 
bad.” It was changed. 


Lifeboats Only .Partly Filled. 

The boat organization was the 
subject of close investigation. It 
was established that some boats 
had got away only partly filled be- 
cause passengers were unwilling to 
leave the ship. Even then those 
boats failed to go back to the res- 
cue of the drowning. “There might 
have been better organization.” 
There might, and later there was; 
but to this day no one has succeed- 
ed in evolving an organization that 
will work efficiently with an undis- 
ciplined mob—which is what civil- 
jan passengers are at sea. To this 
day scores of them decline to be 
bothered with the boat drills and 
lifeboat exercises that are carried 
out as soon as the ship leaves port. 
They lounge in their deck chairs 
with a smile of pitying tolerance 
for the fussy fools who obey orders. 
If any doubt this let him ask a 
merchant service officer with expe- 
rience of luxury liners. The reply 
will be convincing.

SAYS EMIGRATION

WARSAW, April 23.—Racial in- 
feriority for Poland’s 3,500,000 Jews 
was decreed officially for the first 
time yesterday when it was an- 
nounced that Jews were not eligible 
for membership in the National 
Union party, the totalitarian organ- 
nation now in process of forma- 
tion throughout Poland. 

The new party is based on a dec- 
laration made Feb. 21 by Col. Adam 
Koc, commander of the Pilsudski 
Legion of World War Veterans. 
Full responsibility for the declara- 
tion was afterward accepted by 
President Ignace Moscicki and by 
Marshal Edward Smigly-Rydz, Pol- 
ish dictator. 


The Jews’ failure to obtain ad- N 


mission to the new party means, 

it is recognized generally, isolation 

from the public life of Poland. 
Classed With Tartars. 

“Jews, as Jews,” the announce- 
ment said, “are no more entitled 
than are Tartars or Mahometans 
to qualify for membership in an 
organization which-is based on pre- 
dominance of Christian principles, 
It would be as incompatible for 
Jews, as Jews, to be accepted in the 
new party as it would be for Poles 
to join a Zionist organization.” 

Even those Jews who have fought 
for Poland in war cannot be ad- 
mitted to the party, according to 
Co. Jan Kowaleszki, former mili- 
tary attache of the Polish legation 
to Rumania, who recently was 
made chief of staff for Col. Koc 
to speed the organizing of the new 
party. In saying this yesterday, 
Kowaleszki added, however: Ex- 
ceptions may be made for Jews 
who have performed specially meri- 
torious services for the nation and 
who can now qualify as Poles.” 

Jewish newspapers yesterday re- 
ferred in bitter terms to the “cow- 
ardly severance” of 3,500,000 Jews 
from Poland’s public life and urged 
all Jews to “close their ranks 
against the united anti-Jewish front 
that has now been formed.” This 
was an indirect slap at the many 
Jews who have sought to join the 
“privileged group” by filing appli- 
cations for membership in the new 


party. 

Emigration Suggested by Party.

And now 
Chancellor Schuschnigg is meeting with Mussolini 
at Venice, to bolster their countries’ understanding 
and examine the problem anew. It is hoped that, 
with abandonment of plans for a Hapsburg restora- 
tion, a neutral status similar to Switzerland’s can be 
arranged for Austria.

It has been said only the other 
day by Arthur Krock of the New 
York Times that the administra- 
tion is still under the influence of 
the theory that there must be “an 
artificial stimulation of purchasing 
power,” and that it learned this 
theory from John Maynard Keynes. 

If that is true, it did not learn 
this theory very well, and since Mr. 
Keynes is, I believe, one of the 
great economists of our time, in 
simple justice to his reputation it 
should be said that, far from justi- 
fying complacency about the deficit, 
his theory would call for resolute 
action to balance the budget with a 
surplus. That is what he has been 
advocating in England. Far from 
approving deficiencies in a boom, 
he has been criticising the Con- 
servative Government because it is 
borrowing to finance rearmament. 

His real doctrine is, in a word, 
that there should be a budget defi- 
cit in a slump and a budget surplus 
in a boom, and his authority should 
not be exploited by those who like 
deficits both in the slump and fh 
the boom. The informed exponent 
of the Keynes doctrine in this ad- 
ministration is Chairman Eccles of 
the Federal Reserve Board, and, 
judging by what Mr. Eccles has 
said, I wonder how happy he is 


about this message.

AN EXITING JOUREY 


Frank Capra Film, Road Show- 
ing at American, Fanciful 
but Believable. 


By COLVIN - McPHERSON. 
FILM adventure of the high- 
est order, derived without any 
‘attempt to be ostentatious but 

neglecting no opportunity to give a 
thrill, is at the Amer- 
ican since last night. It is “Lost 
Horizon,” from the popular James 
Hilton novel of some time back, 
and is a work of Frank Capra, the 
Hollywood magician of human com- 
edy fame, 

Comedy is not absent from Lost 
Horizon” but the picture is a soar- 
ing vision of the far-away land 
where men have learned how to 


pro- live in peace and dignity. Capra's 


particular contribution to Hilton's 
day-dream is that quality which has 
distinguished ali his comedies — 
credibility. 

The narrative idea is not an in- 
In the Manchurian 
city of Baskul, bloody conflict 
threatens the lives of all foreign- 
ers. The British Government sends 
planes to save its nationals and 
other Westerners as well. In 
charge of the loading is Ronald Col- 
man, British consul and promising 
young diplomat. 

He and four other representative 
individuals scramble into the last 
plane. The others are his younger 
and more hot-headed brother, John 
Howard; an American embezzier, 
Thomas Mitchell; a paleontologist, 
Edward Everett Horton (the job it- 
self is intended to be funny), and 
Isabel Jewell, a bedraggled damsel 
with a bad cough. 

After some hours in the air, the 
passengers discover trickery. They 
are being flown in the. wrong di- 


rection. Their pilot is an Oriental 


with a threatening firearm. They 
just have to wait and see what 
happens, Over desert and jagged 
mountain range, they head toward 
the interior of unexplored Tibet. 
The plane, out of fuel, cracks up. 
The pilot is killed but the passen- 
gers, who escape injury, are greeted 
by a mysterious guide and taken 
into a heavenly valley, to become 
guests at a lamasery. It develops 
that Colman has been chosen to 
succeed the High Lama, now ready 
to call it a life after some centuries 
of outlasting everybody else. The 
rest of the picture is concerned 
with the reaction of each visitor to 
his new environment. And to the 
several romances between newcom- 
ers and the elect already there. 


APRA has put together a pic- 
C ture that shows no rivets or 

seams. The escape from Bas- 
kul is as vivid as experts can make 
it, the moving crowds, rattling 
planes and burning hangar 
ramic action at its best. The flight 
over the mountains is terrifying, 
the crash as realistic as any vic- 
tim has ever described such a dis- 
aster. Avalanche scenes at the fin- 
ish of the picture are breath-short- 
ening. It is easy to see where $2,- 
000,000 was spent and that does 
not apply to gilding all the lilies in 
the valley. 

In comparison to Hilton’s novel, 
the film is the transfiguration of 
the printed word. Hilton's some- 
what short volume did not develop 
any strong characters except per- 
haps the High Lama, did not ,stir 
up any great drama, had its chief 
worth in being fanciful and keep- 
ing its mental balance. These are 
characteristics of the picture. It 
offers‘ a good standard grade of 
escapist hallucination that has en- 
dured the invention of cellophane 
and short-wave radios. 

It will not keep any in thought- 
ful contemplation until the sun has 
risen and the alarm clock is crow- 
ing. But it casts a pleasant spell 
that may last one, two or three 
days, depending on the patient, and 
which has lingered with some of us 
since we saw the picture previewed 
two weeks ago. 

The performances are good with- 
out being immortal. Ronald Col- 
man, who has always seemed to 


have a look of the other side of 


the mountain in his eyes, makes an 
ideal candidate for High Lama. 
Sam Jaffe, who plays the emphat- 
ically superannuated boss of Shang- 
ri-La, is memorable. H. B. Warner 
as Chang is wise, Margo, as the 
little Manchu Princess who shrivels 
up when they take her outside the 
valley, gives a tragic note, even as 
others give comedy, hysterics and 
rashness. The right kind of Ameri- 
can Indians play Tibetans.

Rabbi Isserman Speaks on War.

CINCINNATI, April 23.—Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. Isserman of St. Louis 
told University of Cincinnati anti- 
war satrikers” yesterday that a 
greater military was not a solu- 
tion to peace problems.

in mid-western Missouri, who pio 


neered in the use of quinine to treat 
malaria and other fevers and agues 
in the first part of the last cen- 
tury, was suggested by Dr. Logan 
Clendening in an address at the 
annual banquet of the American 
College of Physicians convention at 
Hotel Jefferson last night. Dr. 
Clendening ig professor of clinical 
medicine at the University of Kan- 
gas Medical School at Kansas City, 


Kan. 

: When Dr; Sappington emigrated 
te Missouri from Tennessee in 1817, 
fever and chills were nearly uni- 
versal ailments of the settlers in a 
sickly season extending from July 
until the first September frost, the 
Speaker related. The cause was un- 
known but it was believed due to 
a “noxious gas throughout the 
whole Mississippi Valley—-hence the 
name melaria (mal air). Early 
settlements in Howard and Saline 
counties were frequently abandoned 
due to the prevalence of shaking 
agues. 

Dr. Sappington early recognized 
the specific. therapeutic nature of 
quinine, pure alkaline salt, in these 
autumnal valley fevers. The popu- 
lar treatment then was to bieed 
the patient, and to subject him to 
violent purging and vomiting, “as 
leng as the physician thought the 
patient could: stand them,” as Dr. 
Sappington put it in his book, “Sap- 
pington on Fever.” Condemning 
this treatment, which left most pa- 
tients mentally and physically weak 
fer months if they did not die, Dr. 
Sappington asserted all that was 
necessary to effect a cure was 
quinine, “one grain every two heurs, 
day and night.” 

Dr. Sappington’'s Pills. 

So the obscure generar practi- 
tioner was strongly opposed and 
ridiculed because of his ideas. Even 
the fair-minded Dr. Daniel Drake, 
who was the chief medical influ- 
ence in the Mississippi Valley in 
those days, was unimpressed. But 
Dr. Sappington persisted, and car- 
ried. his idea into the treament of 
yellow fever, in which the deplet- 
ing method of treatment was par- 
ticularly exhausting. 

Siaqwly he gained converts, and 
one other physician reported he 
used Dr. Sappington’s pills as di- 
rected and was able to cure 300 
cases without once resorting to 
bleeding. Dr. Sappington. was re- 
garded by many as a quack, be- 
cause he sold his quinine to the 
public as Sappington”s anti-fever 
pills, He excused this on the ground 
ther was a. tremendous prejudice 
against quinine and if he had sold 
them as quinine, they would. not 
have been used. He sold his book, 
published in 1844, to the jJaiety and 
pushed its sale because he realised 
the medical profession did not ac- 
cept his view. 

“Thomas Hart Benten, the artist, 
tells me, Dr. Clendening related, 
“that it was a legend in his home 
that the reason Dr. Sappington first 
ad vocated quinine was that be or- 
dered a hundred ounces and by 
mistake receive a hundred pounds, 
He had a supply to be got rid of 
and he was a practical’ man. But 
then, ag everyone knows who has 
seen Mr. Benton's murals, he has a 
somewhat mordant sense of hu- 
mor.“ 8 

Interred Above Ground. 

Dr. Sappington, who had a hor- 
ror of being buried in the ground, 
was interred in a lead coffin above 
the ground in accordance with his 
wishes, the speaker related. Con- 
federate soldiers, short of lead for 
bullets during thé City War, tore 
part of the coffin away. Now at 
the old Arrow Rock Tavern, which 
was close to the home of Dr. Sap- 
pington, there is a museum of his 
case books, saddle bags and other 
relics.

The six greatest achievements of 
American medical history were list- 
ed by Dr. Clendening as follows: 

First successful use of surgical 
anesthesia—it was ether—by Dr. 
William Morton, a dentist, at Mas-

Byrnes earlier had announced a 
Campaign to reduce next year’s re- 
lief fund from $1,500,000,000 recom- 
mended by the President to an even 
billion. He said today the two pro- 
posals, lopping $900,000,000 from 
Government costs, would balance 
the budget “beyond peradventure.” 

The Senator suggested Congress 
order “a 10 per cent reduction in 
all appropriations with the excep- 
tion of fixed charges such as inter- 


ministration. charges, and perman- 
ent annual appropriations which 
cannot be reduced.” 

“Department executives should 
have discretion to the extent of 
10 per cent,” he added, “to trans- 
fer the cut from one bureau to an- 
other inside their department, pro- 
vided it did not affect the: total ou 
for the department.” 

Byrnes said he would offer his 
proposal either in a separate resolu 
tion or as an amendment to the de- 
ficiency supply bill. 

President velt’s attitude to- 
ward this drastic economy program 
was not disclosed, but the ef 
Executive told reporters recently 
that Congress might be asked to 
give him authority to withhold part 
of the money appropriated to Gov- 
ernment units. 

Some Congressmen said Byrnes’ 
proposal was broached at the White 
House budget conferénce Monday 
night without any indication of op- 
position from the Chief Executive, 

The first powerful voice outside 
Congress raised against the Pres- 
dent’s economy plea was that of 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, often an agricultural ally 
of the administration. 

“We are for economy,” said 
President Edward A. ONeal, “but 
we are not for an economy that 
will paralyze agriculture.” 

Referring to Secretary Wallace's 
hint that the “ever-normal granary” 
and other new farm measures 
might be shelved because of the 
President’s wish for economy, 
O'Neal said the storage system, 
commodity loans and a measure of 
production control were necessary 
to a stable price structure. 


Economy Sentiment in House. 

Economy sentiment was apparent 
in House discussions yesterday of 
a $927,000,000 appropriation for 
running the Agriculture Depart- 
ment next year. Representative 
Biermann (Dem.), Iowa, noted that 
the fund proposed was $200,000,000 
more than the cost of the entire 
Federal Government 25 years ago. 

Chairman Cannon (Dem.), of the 
subcommittee which handled the 
bill said if his group had acceded 
to all Congressmen’s requests for 
inserting items into the bill, the 
cost would have been increased 
$100,000,000, 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, joined a group in Congress 
which questioned the wisdom of the 
President’s proposal to cut next 
year’s relief expenditures about 
$300,000,000 under this year’s cost. 
The size of the fund should be de- 
termined by the need for relief, 
Wagner said, adding that states 
and communities should put up 
more of the money if they are able. 

The House “liberal bloc” has pro- 
posed making the relief appropria- 
tion $2,500,000,000.

for the 27,000-acre Crab Orchard 
Lake project was recorded here to- 
day. M. L. Duncan, Jackson Coun- 
ty farmer and former Sheriff of 
Williamson County, sold to the Gov- 
ernment 70 acres of land near Car- 
terville on which the dam is to be 
built by the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration. 

The tract was the third pur- 
chased by the Government, which 
has 15,000 acres under.option. The 
purchase paves the way for begin- 
ning of actual construction on the 
dam, which is expected to get under 
way within the next two weeks, un- 
der the supervision of Earl W. How- 
ard, project manager. Other tracts 
are to be purchased as rapidly as 
titles can be perfected, according 
to Howard.

DIAMONDS 
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to Fight Crime. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 23.—J. Edgar 
Hoover director of the Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation, addressing 
the annual dinner of the Advertis- 
ing Bureau of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association last 
night, said:. “A small minority of 
the press” had been “unwitting par- 
ties” to the obstruction of justice 
through untimely articles, but 
praised publishers in general for 
their “co-operation, earnest assist- 
ance, forthrightness and honesty.” 
Criminals, Hoover said, hated 
uewspaper secrecy about the 
plans of law-enforcement agencies 
to catch them, but loved “the lack 
of publicity upon community or lo- 
cal matters having to do with the 
efficiency of law-enforcement or 
the stultifying influence of politics 
upon those who would seek to en- 
force the law.” : 
Suggestion to the Press. 

If every publisher,” he said, 
“would dedicate a column on the 
front page of his paper to a state- 
ment of the status of crime and 
criminals in his community, it 
would be informative not 
their readers, but it would tend 
to make more alert and diligent 
those public servants charged with 
the enforcement and the adminis- 
tration of the laws. d 

“If I were a publisher F would ap- 
ply the same principles to crime 
that newspapers have applied to 
medicine. Certainly the average 
American newspaper subscriber is 
better equipped to evaluate his 
health because of the campaigns of 
education which have been carried 
on by the skilled men of science 
and medicine in the columns of 
their newspapers. 

Education for Public. 

“I believe persons can be taught 
by the proper writers and proper 
specialists how better to protect 
their homes against robbery; how 
to recognize swindlers; how to stave 
off the racketeer and the chiseler 
and the petty embezzler; how to 
recognize the vena] violator of pub- 
lic trust when he begins his ne- 
farious activities. You are the 
medium to supply the answer in 
words and pictures which. everyone 
can understand.” 

He named as two “major men- 
aces of our country” misapplied pa- 
role of cri and deceptive 
prison sentences ‘which “say one 
thing and mean another.” 

“Every special agent of the FBI 
who has died in battle with crim- 
mals has been sent to his death by 
a gun in the hands of a paroled 
convict,” he remarked. 

“The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation maintains a list of 13,516 of 
the most desperate, vicious enemies 
of society. Of these, 3948 have been 
recipients of either sob-sister or sen- 
timental or monetary or politically- 
controlled pardon or parole, not 
once, but in many cases, time after 
time,” he said. 

Yesterday the association unani- 
mously adopted a resolution “to 
follow all proper pursuits in inter- 
esting financial backing in South- 
ern newspaper projects,” after de- 
ploring an announced price increase 
for newsprint which the organiza- 
tion said “would come close! to 
wrecking a number of newspapers 
over the country.” 

Criticises Roberts’ View. 

Elisha Hanson, general counsel 
for the association, addressed it on 
the Supreme Court decisions on the 
Wagner Labor Act, 

“I must express my disagreement 
with the dictum of Mr. Justice Rob- 
erts. . . wherein he said the news- 
paper publishing business is subject 
to regulation just like any other 
business,” he said. 
per se involves prior restraint. 
That, the Constitution forbids inso- 
far as the press is concerned. There 
is a vast difference between subse- 
quent punishment for violation of 
law and prior restraint in the form 
of regulatory measures or orders.” 

He said Government regulation 
meant control. 

The act should be respected in the 
rights conferred on employes 
“when those rights are exercised in 
a lawful manner,” he continued. 


“And I believe that if exercised |. 


in any other manner, we can sus- 
tain the contention that the press 
of America cannot be subjected to 
Government regulation in the per- 
formance of its function of gather- 
ing and disseminating information. 

“I believe, and I hope you agree, 
that if any agency of the Govern- 
ment is given the power to say to a 
newspaper publisher that he must 
or must not employ a certain indi- 
vidual in his news and editorial de- 
partments, then the freedom of the 
press as guaranteed by the first 
amendment to the Constitution has 
been destroyed.”

It the three bid is the two- 
way variety, the responder should 
pass only if his hand contains less 
than one winner (honor or ruffing 
trick). He should raise with as lit- 
tle as a singleton and IN or xxx 
in trumps. He should bid three no 
trump with as little as one honor 
trick if he lacks the requirements 
for a raise or suit take-out. He 
should take out a minor into a ma- 
jor suit with a five card or longer 
biddable suit and one honor trick 
or more in the hand, and should 
take out into a lower ranking suit 
if he holds a biddable suit with 
two and one-half honor tricks in 
the hand. 

If the three bid is of the old fash- 
foned preemptive type, the respon- 
der should not raise with less than 
three winners (playing tricks) not 
vulneradle, or, two if vulnerable.

Paying attention is not to be com- 
manded. It is to be captured 
through: the child’s curiosity and 
interest. All children, in good 
health, are curious and interested 
in what: goes on around them. 
When they are not interested it 
means they are not in this happy 
8 but quite to the contrary. 
Then, commanding attention is usé- 
less and the thing to do is to find 
why: they cannot attend to ‘their 
lessons, and help them to overcome 
whatever is in their way. 

All children, good and bad, in- 
terested and indifferent, want to 
succeed, want the praise and the 
standing that success brings. Those 
who fail are sad and sorry, and 
instead of adding to their burdens 
we ought to find ways of lighten- 
ing them. The inatténtive child 
would pay attention to the lessons 
if he could. For some reason be- 
yond his control he cannot.

He 
was ashamed of his clothes, or of 
his home, or his people. He was 
graded too high or too low.

He was 
sick and nobody, not even himself, 
knew it. He had lost. lessons by 
absence. He had been transferred 
from school to school and couldn’t 
get himself adjusted in time for 
successful work. He was sub- 
normal mentally. He was over- 
bright. He was grieving for a per- 
sonal loss. These are just some of 
the troubles that inattentive chil- 
dren were bearing in silence. 
Saying a child is inattentive is 
not doing anything for him. Use 
that as the starting place and be- 
gin to test and examine his en- 
vironment, background, past his- 
tory, mental ability, physical con- 
dition—every possible side of his 
life in a search for the reason for 
the inattention. Be certain that it 
is a symptom of trouble and not 
the trouble itself. Nothing can be 
done to remedy the situation until 
the cause is found and removed. 
The teacher should keep the in- 
attentive child close to her when 
teaching him. She should make a 
point of giving him personal at- 
tention once each day, not in the 
spirit of angry remonstrance, but 
in the true spirit of helpfuiness. 
She should always speak to him 
gently. His mind is not with her 
until she traps it, and the softly 
spoken word reaches him quickly 
while the shout goes over his head, 
leaving him more deaf, but no 
brighter. f

To most girls, of 
course, that implies external treat- 
ment, but the skin needs internal 
treatment as well, if it is to remain 
clear and blemish-free. 
A diet rich in fats, sugars and 
starches puts burdens on the di- 
gestive system that have a detri- 
mental effect on the skin. Excess 
fats in the diet increase the secre- 
tions of the oil glands. The skin 
becomes unattractively greasy and 
oily in aspect, and blemishes and 
large pores result, because of the 
skin's effort to expel the fatty en- 
cess. 
Heavy foods, fats, greasy pas- 
tries, sweets, rich gravies and 
sauces, and fried foods are the 
type that contribute most to ex- 
cessive oiliness of the skin, and the 
girl who is afflicted by an oily, 
blemished skin should restrain her 
appetite for these foods. In place 
of them she should eat fresh fruits, 
fresh vegetables, leafy salads and 
bulky foods. : 
She should eat generously of 
bran, agar, spinach, carrots, onions, 
figs, dates and oranges, in order to 
sweep her insides clean of poison- 
ous wastes. She should substitute 
fruit dishes and drinks for sodas, 
sundaes and sweets, if she must} 
eat between meals.

been. so cluttered with claims for 
damages on the ground that an in- 
jury caused the development of 
cancer, that it finally became nec- 
essary for experts in the field of 
tancer to lay down definite rules 
for the guidance of Judges, com- 
pensation officials and juries. It 
is now generally agreed that in 
order to establish the fact that a 
single acute injury caused a can- 
cer, one must prove the following 
five points:“ 

1. That an acute injury was sus 
tained. 

2. That the part injured was pre 
viously not diseased. 
3. That the cancer developed at 
the exact site of the injury. 

4. That a reasonable time elapsed 
between the injury and the devel- 
opment of the cancer. 


5. That the disease is, beyond 
doubt, cancer. 


These. are strict, scientific re- 
quirements, the difficult proof of 
which ought to bring much cheer 
and comfort to the individual who 
is worrying over the fact that he 
bruised himself. It must be em- 
phasized, however, that there is a 
vast difference between the effect 
of the reception of a single acute 
bruise or injury and the effects that 
follow repeated injuries inflicted at 
the same site of the body. Protect 
yourself these, else you will 
be an actor in the time old drama 
of: If thy friend deceive thee once, 
shame on him; if he deceive thee 
twice, shame on you!
